Second Term Classes 

This month marks the end of the first term of 
AIM and the beginning of the second term. We 
have just begun our new classes. I am very 
excited for this next set of classes! 

1. Romans, taught by Charles Speers, is an 
in-depth study of the book of Romans. 
Why it was written and how it still 
applies to us today. 

2. Spiritual Disciplines, taught by Pat 
Sheaffer, is a practical, hands-on class 
teaching not only what different spiritual 
disciplines are, but to build those habits 
and disciplines in our lives.
